How the Former has Increased the latter, 

Oae of the most striking Argument* 
foy temperance reforms is to be found 
in certain cold, dispassionate Otutistics 
issued by the United States Census 
Bureau. These figures show that in- 
temperance, as either a direct, or a con- 
tributing cause, was responsible for 
more than nineteen per cenl. — practi- 
cally one-fifth— of all divorces granted 
in the United States during the twentv 
years between 1SS7-1H0G, inclusive. 
Since at the present rate ut least cverv 
twelfth marriage ends in divorce, we 
get a proportion of one home in everv 
Bisty-oue wrecked by drink. Moreover, 
the census authorities themselves admit 
that these figures represent onlv the 
most flagrant and palpable instances on 
the part which intemperance plavs in

An old man, erect in spite of hie more than eighty years with grey 
flowing beard and daubing eyes bus humoured these people and pi uvea 
earnestly for them, and especially for those who have not yet found 
the Way of the Cross, have noL undergone that strange, inexplicable, 
and yet notl ncomprehenslble spiritual process known as "conversion." 

It Is of this that Mr. Begblo writes wltb Insight, sympathy and a 
passionate belief in dealing with "broken earthenware" — by which he 
means the men, women and children broken on the wheel of our 
social system, "It ia only religion that ht-nol In despair about tills mass 
of profitless evil dragging at the heels of. progress — the religion which 
si ill believes In miracle," tbat can bo oC any avail. The lioolc'K sub-title 
is: "A footnote In narrative to Professor William James's Study in- 
human nature, 'The Varieties of Religious Experience.' " The author 
found his material In a part of London which he does not mention by 
name, but which can be easily guessed at. He presents nine vivid 
stories of broken men who were saved by conversion, in mosi of the 
cases through the Influence of The salvation Army, and ills object is 
to prove that "the Social Work of The Salvation Anuy is as nothing 
to its Spiritual work and that Social York Itself could not exist with- 
out the miracle of conversion." 



An Ex'Pjrlze Fighter, 



Mr. Begbie's first article describes "The Puncher." an ex-prlze 
fighter, with a wild and reckless past who, when tbe National Sport- 
ing Club was organised "was chosen to. open It in a great fight, still re- 
membered with Stanton Abbott. 'The Puncher' fell from his high estate 
[i.4 a prize-ilghter and drifted into more and more sinful, reckless, and 
violent ways. This- n)an was consumed with a fierce hatred for his 
wife, who had left hir.' on account of his conduct. He effected a recon- 
tillallon with the deliberate intention of murdering her, and 'dying 
same' on Uie scaffold. How he was foiled and saved from lilmself is 
told by Sir. Begble. It happened through a vision which came lo him 
in a low public house. 

The nature of thla vision (writes Mr. Begble) wok not exalted. In 
<i (lath he saw that his wife was murdered, just as he had planned 
mid desired; that he had died gutno on the scaffold, just as he bed tie- 
iTmined; (ftp thing was doue"; vengeance wreaked, npoiheosis obtained 
— I'." hnfl died gnme; he wns dead and the world was done with. . . . 
'Jul.-- was the vision, Willi It he saw the world pointing at bis son and 

yuyijii;, "That'u young whose father wns hangpil for murderlne lii=i 

uioiiier." A wave of shame swept over lilni; he ranie out of bis vision 
.villi this sense of horror and shame drenching his thought. For the 
liivi time in all his life h« was stunned by realisation of bis degrada- 
tion and Infamy. He knew himself. 

"The Puncher" Joined Tho Salvation Army, but laier wa* tempted 
null fell; then he recovered himself, and uow, in tils own neighbourhood 
lie if, "perhaps the granted rorce for personal religion among lh« rad, 
tl)" sorrowful the broken the 'lost,' who cram Its shabby slreeis."

heard that morning a voice which: said to him: 'It is 
God's that you. canoot be saved; you won't trust.' " 

The psychology of this case is simpler than that of "The Puncher," 
the "voice" more easDy explicable than the vision. The man's sub-con- 
sciousness was £n revolt against his evil lire and he heard "tb"e~Boul 
speak. The man was converted and Mr. Begbie writes:— 

Old Bona Drunk, 

The. overmastering passion for drink which had ruled him like a 
tyrant the frightful rage and resentment' which bad made htm a demon, 
and the disgust and hatred of life which had darkened all his outlook 
upon existence— vanished, ceased to exist, passed out of his life as :f 
they had never been there. . . . This is the wonderside of conversioa 
which no psychology can explain. 

The story of "O. B. D." is a ghastly one. The letters stand for 
"Old Born Dnuik," the nickname of a man who haj a newspaper rouod 
in the district described by Mr. Begbie. The Salvation Army Adjut- 
ant, who called on "O. B. D." at Use suggestion of "the Puncher," -was 
appalled when he saw him. 

Yet this awful man, still under fifty, but the victim of inherited 
alcoholism living in a vile-smelling den, half underground, bad a eon 
of whom he was proud and a wife who loved him. The Adjutant made 
the son the lever of ber appeal, and coaxed "O- B. D." and his wretched 
wife Into visiting a Salvation Army revival meeting. The result aston- 
ished the Salvationists; the old man made his way to the penitent 
bench and said to the Adjutant In a crying voice: "Oh, I want to be 
like Joe!" This Joe we? one of the men '.vho h^d testified, asd his 
case is described by Mr. Begbie under the title "The . •iminaS." Aad 
"Old Born Drunk" proved himself, a hero. Tor wben it was suggested 
that be should Und some other occupation in order to avoid the tempta- 
tion of his customers to drink, he replied, saying; "J must show them £ 
am converted." i 

"You Are the Cue," 

"Joe, the Criminal," was an apparently irreclaimable blackguard, a 
man of maay sentences and a cracksman who "had risen -so high in bis 
profession of burglar as io work with men like .Miisom and Fowler (the 
Muswell Hill murderers!, who thought no little of his cunning and 
had tbe highest respect for his courage." 

The turning-point in "the Criminal's" life did not come with a 
vision or a face, hut with a visit lo "the Puncher's" heme, whither he 
bad hnen invited from tbe prison eell. The brightness and happiness of 
the ex-pugilist's home made a great impression on Joe, but he was soon 
hack in prison, and there a sew idea came to him. In his cell he prayed 
for a wife, "a good woman who would keep him straight." As Mr. Beg- 
bie puts it, "he wac praying for his idea or a Saviour—the only Saviour 
-who could help him a good woman— that not impossible She." Tbe 
sequel is charmingly described by the author. Joe had announced his 
conversion at tbe penitent form, and friends obtained him employment 
in a laundry. 

One day he vrz$ painting a earl, and looking ap free-. h!3 job be saw 
a girl looking at him. He Telr that Fiis prayer !ik;1 fcoen answered. He 
felt convinced tbat this was the wife for whom be bad prayed He 
managed to strike n;: an acqiiain;ai:ce. albeit diffident of himself snd 
leri-lb]}- conscious of his bad record. One day wheis they were friends 
and had discussed many tbiiag!?. including their ideas of"a happy home, 
.loe »*iid lo he.", ' i* you think you could iki^iry n iiiar, *;fc? ;-;-r-?' r 
"I tlon'i know." slip answered. "Wliy?" ' ' 

"Because, when I was in prison." lie said "1 asked «od to sive tne

entertain their friends in the "fras- 
rnni apartments," fconi which even 
the head of the household la rigidly 
excluded. The estrangement between 
the sexes is earned out in deed as 
.well as thought and word. It Is 
laid down on authority, that In no 
cas-j may a man and a woman touch 
«nch other in giving and receiving, 
and so literally was this command 
accepted; that it was held by many 
that It was even Improper for a man 
to save a woman from drowning. A 
monotonous and quiet existence Is the 
most favourable role which a Chin- 
ese woman can expect to play. Con- 
fucius laid It down, and It Is rank 
blasphemy to dissent from him, 
that a woman should not be heard 
of outside her own home. Unhappily, 
neither ignorance, nor the placid 
nature wlilch belongs to most of 
them, is able to save them In all 
cases from the miseries inherent In 
the state of abject dependence which 
belongs to them. 

The Chinaman regards his wire as 
a mere chattel, which, In times of 
adversity may be disposed of by 
Bale. In Reasons of fanituc, an open 
market la held of the wives and 
daughters of the poorer sufferers, 
and on one occasion, during a period 
»f dearth in North China, so great 
3. traffic sprung up in women and 
girls, that in some places nearly 
every available curt and conveyance 
nvere engaged to transport the 
newly purchased slaves to the 
•central provinces. 

1 When such is the position which 
women occupy in China, it cannot 
but be, that they occasionally suffer 
111 usage at the hands of such hus- 
bands as are capable nf cruelty. It 
Is not at all uncommon for husbands 
to .punish their wives severely; 
sometimes, no doubt under great 
provocation, for Chinese women, un- 
tutored, unloved, and uncared for, 
!iave all the faults and failings of 
unreclaimed natures. But experience 
Shows that, after all the rule lends 
in the opposite direction and that 
[which makes the position of a wife 
iuore than ordinarily pitiable, es- 
pecially ajuong the poorer classes 
fis that she lias no one to appeal to 
and no one to whom she can apply 
for refuge. By the accident of sex, 
she is viewed as a burden by her 
])arents, from her birth onwards, and 
jf they succeed in marrying her off, 
they are only too glad to wash their 
Iiands of her altogether. 

Among ourselves, a man is taught 
that he shonld leave his father and 
mother and cling to his wife, but the 
theory in China Is that a man should 
cling to his father and niotner uud 
compel his wife (o do the eauie. 
When admitted into her new home 
St. becomes her duty to wait on her 
parents-in-law in the same way as< 
she had been accustomed to serve 
her own father nn u mother, and 1' 
Is often from those elders that Hie ' 
unhappy brldu sniffers lite greatest 
hardships and cruelty. 

Such, then, Is the*. rell^iouM and 
Boelul condition nf these millions or 
people, and It Is to lie hoped that 
inultlludea ot them will now |, W on 
for God and The Army. The n c |,t 
Will, doubtless, be hard, for, from 
the Oriental point of view Jolui 
Chinaman bus much to low ami no. 
thing to gain by throwing In hl s \,>l 
.Vim The Salvation Army.
